Claims 16, 19-20, and 24-40 are pending in this case. 

Applicants greatly appreciate the lime that the Examiner spent discussing this case in a 
telephone interview on February 23, 2006. The telephone interview greatly helped to clarify th: 
the cited art does not teach or suggest Applicants claimed invention, namely a mobile node 
attached to a mobile gateway router maintaining a binding update list while in a home network. 
The Applicants were pleased to note that the Examiner agreed that the prior art did not teach 
such limitations. As such, Applicants have amended independent Claim 16 to clarify that 
Applicants' claimed invention requires these limitations.
